1 . Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-11 in the Preliminary Amendment filed 
October 1 6, 2003 is acknowledged. 

EXAMINER AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A linearly reciprocative cam in operative relationship to the pressure pad 
to apply pressure to apply pressure to the pad upon linear movement of the cam 
toward the pressure pad; a camming face on the cam that disposed opposite the 
pressure pad; a cam follower disposed adjacent to the camming surface; and 
applying a force against the cam follower in a direction perpendicular to the 
direction of linear movement of the cam to thereby move the cam and the 
pressure pad toward the backup pad to press the infolded end side wall portions 
of the carton blank into intimate overlying relationship to one another.
